THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1863. 


{Writren Exrressty FoR THE “ Innustratep Srortina News.") 


Belng again about to write a series of articles for the readers of this paper 
on the leading features of the passing, or now past, Cricket Season, I canno 
commence my task without making a few introductory observations, explana- 
tory of the course I mean to take, and of the reasons which lead mo to take 
that course. This proceeding I consider very essential, inasmuch as it will 
have the effect of placing the writer and the reader on better terms—& fact 
which cannot fail to prove beneficial to both parties. 

The past season, perhaps, has been the most extraordinary ono ever known 
in the annals of cricket, ‘ho sensational element, by which the present age is 
80 largely affected, has not failed to enter even the cricket-fleld, and the con- 
sequence resulting from 2 contact so utterly unnatural and anomalous has not 
been at all beneficial to the character and interests of the noblo game, bat, on 
the contrary, extremely hurifal. We have had, in the first place, “* sensation 
sectetaries of “sensation county clubs"—Mr. Burrap to wit; “sensation eap- 
tains” of great elevens+-George Parr, for instance; ‘“ sonsation” tnatehes, 
“sensation” bowlings—Tarrant’s, Jackson's, Griffith’s, Bennett's, M'Intyre's 
(the Notts colt, anda “ripper " too), Grandy's, G. Wooton's, &e. ; “* sensation" 
leading articles in “sensation” newspapers, the writers of which practically 
and theoretically know nothing whatever about the subj-ct on which thoy 
write; ‘“ sensation" intermeddling at the Oval, and, in fact, ‘ sensation" 
everything. After all this whirligig of ‘sensation’ and excitement, it is 
somewhat pleasant to know that the season {is over, and thet we can look back 
calmly at the incidents which have taken placa during the summer, and de- 
liver a fair and unbiassed judgment upon them, holding up both &ldes of the 
subject to the light, and distinguishing the true from the false. In ¢ndeavour-

My readers will also expect me to give my opinions respecting the working 
of Law 10, and in the course of these articles { shall do so at len gth, At this 
time, however, it must suffice tosay that I have not hart the slightest reason 
during the past season to alter or modify in the least degres whatever the 
opinion I expressed last winter, namely, that if the trac interests of cricket and 
of the great public who support it, and from whose ranks our most celebrated 
professional cricketers are drawn, are really to be considered, Law 10 
will have to be struck out of the rules, and the resiriction as to high 
bowling abolished altogcther, The great scoring of the past season has 
fully demonstrated the urgent necessity of this proceeding. Tho bowling 
has been thoroughly beaten. Only look at the fact of a man like Mr. EM, 
Grace, who hasn't half the defence of Richard Daft, or Brampton (who we 
should like to s8e play more than he does), or Mortlock, or Little Jupp, or 
Bob Carpenter—getting close on 3,100 during the season-~an accomplishment 
wholly unprecadented in cricket history—and then consider whether the law 
does not require altering, for it is well known that if the restriction were 
abolished the bowling would bo strengthoned, and consequently the defence 
and the attack would become more evenly balanced. It may be said thete ar- 

qgments are not new, that they sre worn out threadbare, @ are aware of 
ais, put in bringing forward fresh illustrations, such as Mr, EB. M, Grace--who 
is, there can be no doubt, a fine player, but withal an exeesding lucky one— 
we shall be strengthening our position and showing the sandiness of the foun- 
dation on which the abominable law is built. : 

Then there have bee the disputes at the Oval between somo of our most 
celebrated professional players and the Committee or Secretary of tho Surrey 
Club, which at last ended in the refusal of the latter to give the usual talent 
money for. any axhibition of fine play. Thisisa matter which must be con- 
sidered carefully, because there are not wanting those .who stand out 
as resolutely on behalf of the Surrey Secretary and Committeo as 
others do for George Parr (glorious old George, for.in spite of his increasing 
yours he ig a fine fellow still), and it will therefore be necessary tto take a calm 
and dispassionate view of the subject. My space in this article will not, 
however, permit me to do this, but at the earliest opportunity I shall return 

-to the subject and enter on ft fully. 

The visit of the English Eleven to Australia will also form another leading 
feature in these articles. Tam in hopes of being able to supply my readers 
with exclusive particulars relative to the doings ef our countrymen in the 
land of gold, and this they may depend upon my doing at the very earliest 
Moment.

THE £200 CONTEST BETWEEN MICKEY GANNON 
44ND YOUNG BALDOCK.—TEHH FIGHT INTER- 
RUPTED, AND BALPOCK TAKEN INTO CUSTODY. 


Tne renewal of hostilities between these old adversaries, at catch-weirht, 
took place on Tuesday morning, but the totally unsatisfactory manner in which 
it was both conducted and resulted—so faras our present time of writing goes 
~—has proved a very heavy blow upon the Ring, and calls for the immediate 
interference of the association, A steamer waa chartered from a well-known 
pier on the river, and at an early hour in the morning we were speeding down 
the stream Nore-ways, After o lang voyage, a descent was made upon the 
Kentish marshes, and preparations wore instantly made to bring off the 
contest. We forbear to give the names of the seconds for the obvious 
Teason of police interference. Gannon’s colours were a handkerchief 
with a white ground and ornamental border. Baldock, who trained at 
Mr. George Woody's, Copenhagen grounds, Wandsworth, showed a kerchtef of 
a puce ground, and variegated checkie edging. Our succinct account of tho 
battle will fully enable our readers to judge of the whole charac'er of the pro- 
ccedings, and we have abstained from the slightest attempt to biag the opin- 
ion of the referee, although our decided impression has long been formed as to 
what ought tobe done, We shall advert to the adjourned meeting at the 
stakeholder's in our town edition, In the event of its not being proved that 
Baldock was instrumental to his own arrest, the men will have to meet before 
the close of the present week. 


THE BATTLE 


Commenced at 30 min. past 9 o'clock. Both lads looked in excellent fettle— 
more particularly Gannon, who weighed 10st, and had been trained by Myers, 
the Newmarket pedestrian, at Mr. Broach’s, Cold Bath Inn, Hertford. He took 
£3 to £2 before they shook hands; and £150;to £100, or any part of it, was re- 

eatedly offered by Baldock's hacker that the Westend man won. Gannon 


‘Jooked seriously impressed with the importance of his task, and from the very 


Alpha to the Omega of the proceedings which afford the accompanying detail, 
it was quite plain that he had made up his mind to retrieve his laurels lost in 
tho former encounter between the same pair, The favourite looked unusually 
buoyant, and presented a more showy yet scientific action to that of his oppo- 
nent. Thero was but little sparring to inaugurate the affair, but Gannon made 
his measure correctly, for he dashed out 1 smashing hit with his left, and it fell 
with great force on the bridge of Jack's nose. Baldock returned with the right 
on the left side of the ribs, but napped ft once more on the nasal promontory, 
and “first blood” was pereeptible for Mickey. Jack was nothing daunted, and 
rushed his man to the ropes, where there was a litttle Abbing, when Gannon

Round 12—Equallybrief was this little bout, Baldock led with hisleft,and dashed 
it right home with such terrible force on the mouth-piece of Master Mickey, that 
he cut his fingers. and they bled considerably, Gannon caught his opponent on 
the left jowl, and cansed an instant abrasure of the skin. Mickey followed up 
his advantage by pasting his man, in heavy artillery fashion, with his left on 
the mouth, and he fell backwards in trying to get ont of danger. 

Round 13—All in favour of Mickey, who dashed in right and Joft at his man, 
and the latter, although he effected his favourite delivery with his right on 
the body, fell backwards in a very pitiable state of weakness. 

Rounds 14 to 16—Exceedingly short rounds, as ragards real business, the 
utmost attempts. being made to gain time, as it was clear Baldock was,much 
exhausted in a physical point of view. Of course. this could not be done with- 
out “jollying” from a set ofinfuriated blackguards who swarmed at the men's 
corner in unmitigated ruffianly array, presenting knives and bludgeons, and 
uttering the most fearful blasphemous oaths, that are reconcileable only with 
those disciples of atheism, deism, and those lawless set of vagabonds whose 
notions of the law of meum and tuum have long been photographed instances 
of the leper spots entailed by these outcasts upon moral social society. In all 
these rounds, Baldock was bested by being thrown or bored down at the ropes, 

Round 17—Gannon still forced the fighting, and his freqnent hitting with the 
left on the disfigured canister of his opponent, caused that hand to go “up,” and 
it visibly began to"puff and swell. Notwithstanding this, he usedit repeatedly, 
end kept cutting and slitting his adversary on all parts of the facial region. 
It was ding-dong work, posh for posh, until both fell together. 

Rounds 18 to 20—Throngh the crowding into the ring in these rounds, but little 
could be observed as to the real nature of the exchanges, it being obvious that 
delay was wanted, 

In. the twenty-first round, Baldock gained the first knock-down blow by a 
left-handed crack on the jaw. They fought twenty-four rounds in fifty-four 
minutes, when the police interfered, and the men re-embarked and proceeded 
further down the river. Another spot was qnickly solected. and the men 
entered the second ring, Baldock painfully disfignred, and Gannon only in- 
jured with his left. We shall not attempt to detail, in full, the proceedings on 
the renewal of the battle. Every shift was made and evasion effected 
to ward off the inevitable issue of defeat. Gannon went into Baldock'’s corner, 
until he was absolutely kicked on the forehead, threatened, and intim{dated 
by @ rnffianly mob of those uncivilised Arabs who infilct their locust-like curse 
upon the-streets of our modern Babylon. Thus he was frightened, and 
Baldock, in turn, went to thescratch, and then retreated to his own corner with- 
out attempting to fight. Thisshifty, shirking mode of dealing was continned 
in the second ring for an hour and twelve minutes, untikthirty-five rounds in 
all were counted up. The police then made their unwelcome appearance. 
Every one escaped pell mell to the boats and then to the steamer. Tho 
seconders of Baldock left him nearly blind, and he did not gain the vessel. 
The last that was seen of him was that he was walking away between two 
policemen in the direction of the village of Grays. We purposely forbear to 
give any remarks until the question is settled, although our opinion was fully 
made up upon the subject in the evening of the same day. A meeting was 
held on Thursday at the stakeholder's, and in conseqnence of an allegation 
being made that Baldock had purposely got himself taken into eustody, 
pai} Sop attend adjourned the proceedings until he could obtain further 
evidence. , 


RATTIING MILE BETWEEN LAVIN ANDY CURLEY 
SOnEOuT A SIDE.—BOTH MEN ARRESTED BY THE 


“Jemuy Lavin and Curley met in fistic array on Tuesday last, to fleht, at 
catch-weight, for the above-mentioned sum, Lavin wags born in County Bria, 
Treland, in 1841; he stands 5ft 6:in, and weighed 9st Glb. Ned Curley hails 
from the same Hibernian quarter, is one year the youngest, stands 5ft 6!in, 
and ‘weighed 8st 91b, In the first instance, speculation ruled at evens, but at 
Tast it became 4 to 1 on Curey, who was seconded by Adam Greene and 
Cooke. Fetter and Morning waited upon Lavin. The trysting place was 
Cotingley Moor, near Bradford, Yorkshire, Mr. Taylor, of Leeds, kindly con- 
sented to officiate as referee. We have received a full report from our Yorlk- 
shire correspondent, but cannot find space for anything bevond the accom- 
panying details, In oll there were thirty-seven rounds fought, occupying one 
hour and aquarter. Curley gained the first blood in the third round by a 
clipping right-hender on the temple, Lavin gained the first knock-down 
blow in the fourth bout by the right on the ribs; ho was much punished in the 
face, while Curley showed a few marks on the left cheek. After fighting tho 
nbove period the police made their unwelcome appearance and bog 
both combatants into custody.

At the finish, 
Curley had two good eyes, and two good hands, and plenty of wind, but showed 
symptons of fatigue in consequence of struggling for the: fall with Lavin, 
who was nearly a stone heavier, Lavin had his right hand fearfully knocked 
up, his left eye closed, and the right following suit ata rapid pace, consequently, 
he must have gone blind in a short time, thongh he was quite strong on his 
legs, a fact which was proved by the manner he ran over the heavy ground, 
when chased by the police. In conclusion, itis a pity two such game ladg 
could not bring their battle toa more satisfactory issue. All we can hove is, 
that tho friends of both men will agree to make them a present of the battle 
money, which they richly deserve. 


ENCOUNTER IN THE MIDLAND DISTRICT, 


Frep. Fiszer, oF Bmuranam, ano Pracy Worr, ar catcn-werant, ror 20 
sovs.—This match, which has been kept exceedingly quiet by the good people 
of Nottingham, camo off in that district on Wednesday last.

Perer Morniss's Beyrrit—Kine’s Anus, Bacot-street, Brumvoram—This 
famous old pugilistic resort was all alive on Monday last, ‘the lovers of the art 
of self-defence mustering in overwhelming force to witness some of the most 
redonbted fistic heroes of the Midlands, past and present, Proceedings com- 
menced eat four o'clock by the veteran trainer, Joo Wareham, who acted as 
M.C., introducing Frank Wilson (Mat Collinson’s Mouse). and Young Hudson, 
of Smethwick, who had a smart glove encounter, decidedly in favour of Wilson 
(whom Wareham announced as * ready and willing" to fight Tommy Hackett 
of London, at 7st 6lb, for £25 a-side).. These were succeeded ming Gt. 
Holden, of Walsall, and Tommy Hackett, of London, who ha three most 
accommodating bouts, apparently playing into each — other's hands. 
‘Hackett, in the second of these attempts, in some way, butted hig 
opponent on the right eye with his “nob,” which raised a bump forthwith. 
Brettle’s Darkey (formerly Dan Roberts) and Patsy M’Kew had a, beautiful 
set-to, which drew down thunders of applause, their artistic movements bein 
watched with evident interest. Jem Coyne and Harry Allen had a capital tarn, 
fighting “their battle o’er again.” Brettle and Bodger Cratchley had a most 
brotherly encounter, and were succeeded by Bodger’s Novice performing on a 
stranger, who was evidently in his “ cups," which young George Probert seein 
at once donned the mittens for an encounter with the valiant noviee, and pai 
him in his own coin, knocking him about like a shuttlecock, for which he wag 
much applauded.
